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of Gideon." Judges 7:20 
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‘ off: yet that was the only hope 
he had. 

After his collapse, Bill just sim- 
ply gave up and went into a de- 
cline. Finally the doctors declared 
that this fellow had what they 
called in 1893, quick, or galloping 
consumption. We do not have that 
now; we have “tuberculosis” in- 
stead, which is altogether a dif- 
ferent thing, and yet which works 
just the same. But the point is 
that when Bill got this quick con- 
sumption, of course his friends 
rushed over as fast as they could 
and they said, “Look here, Doctor; 
you must do everything you can 
for old Bill and get right at it. 
Give him the best room and all the 
nurses you have.” 

The doctor said, “Wait a min- 
ute! Why do you suppose I want 
to kill myself trying to get old 
Bill Caesar cured? If I cure him, 
he will have to die in the electric 
chair.”’ 

Next they wrote to the gover- 
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“Peter, an apostle of Jesus Christ, to the strangers scat- 
tered throughout Pontus, Galatia, Cappadocia, Asia, and 
Bithynia, Elect according to the foreknowledge of God the 
Father, through sanctification of the Spirit, unto obedience 
and sprinkling of the blood of Jesus Christ: Grace unto you, 
and peace, be multiplied. Blessed be the God and Father of 
our Lord Jesus Christ, which according to his abundant mercy 
hath begotten us again unto a lively hope by the resurrection 
of Jesus Christ from the dead, To an inheritance incorruptible, 
and undefiled, and that fadeth not away, reserved in heaven 
for you, who are kept by. the power of God through faith 
unto salvation ready to be revealed in the last time. Wherein 
ye greatly rejoice, though now for a season, if need be, ye are 
in heaviness through manifold temptations: That the trial 
of your faith, being much more precious than of gold that 
perisheth, though it be tried with fire, might be found unto 
praise and honour and glory at the appearing of Jesus Christ.”

; —I Peter 1:1-7. 


The word “precious” is found 
five times in the two epistles of 
Peter. These epistles are two 
wonderful, short books in the 
Word of God. More than half of 
the sixty-six books of the Bible 
can be read in less than thirty 
minutes. Many of them can be 
read in less than ten minutes. 
First and Second Peter are beau- 
tiful and wonderful epistles that 
came from the hands of one of the 
mighty saints of God, Simon 
Peter, after the fullness of God’s 
power was upon him. He wrote 
of two gréat general subjects. In 
I Peter, he wrote of the Christian 
and suffering. A preacher could 
never discuss before a group of 
believers a more important sub- 
ject than a Christian and suffer- 
ing, for there is not a Christian 
who will not experience suffering 
in his life. 

In II Peter he wrote of another 
important matter—the Christian 
dnd the days of apostasy, and we 
are in the days of_apostasy right 
now. We are in a dark period of 
the .world’s history. in a tragic 
period in the_-history of the 
church. . 

In the midst of these epistles, 
Peter wrote -of five precious 
things. I tried to determine as 

est I could what the word “pre- 
cious” actually means as Simon 
Peter used it in the original Greek 
language in the New Testament. 
It means. “costly’ for one thing. 
Here are five costly things. They 
cost God something: they cost you 
something. In the second place, it 
means “very*dedr.” Here are five 
things that are costly and very 
dear. Notice what these things 
are, )

Would you like to learn some- 
thing about praying that would 
help you to find the will of God, 
help you to get things from God, 
help you to be changed and dif- 
ferent from anything you have 
ever been? Then if you will listen, 
and if God, in His mercy, moves 
our hearts, you will learn“some 
things about prayer that will 
change your life forever. Nearly 


everybody here has_ problems. 
Let’s learn the way out. Let’s 
learn the way to victory. Let’s 


learn the way to live on top. 
Let’s learn the way to get what 


we ought to have. Let’s learn to 
‘pray! 


I call your attention to the 
eleventh chapter of Mark. Jesus 
eame along the road going into 
Jerusalem. It was at the Passover 
season. It was the same _ week, 
perhaps, in which He was cruci- 
fied. The town was packed with 
people from all over Palestine for 
the PasSover week. Jesus and the 
disciples spent the night out at 
Bethany, probably in the home of 
Mary and Martha and LaZarus. 
Each morning He would go in. 

One day He came along and 
saw a fig tree. He went to see 
if there were figs on it. There were 
none, and He pronounced a curse 
on the fig tree forever. They 
went on to town and that night 
they came home after dark, I sup- 
pose. They could not tell about 
the tree. But the second morning 
they went to town and in passing 
saw the fig tree. Peter said, 
‘Look! It is dried up from the 
roots. It is already dead.’ 

Jesus said, ‘Yes, that is a 
miracle, but you can _ perform 
miracles as big as that.’ Listen 
to what He said: 

“And Jesus answering saith 
unto them, Have faith in God. For 
verily I say unto you, that who- 
soever shall say unto this moun- 
fain, Be thou removed, and be 
thou cast into the sea; and shall 
not doubt in his heart, but shall 
believe that those things which 
he saith shall come to pass; he 
shall have whatsoever he saith. 
Therefore I say unto you, What 


things soever ye desire, when ye 
pray, believe that ye receive them, 
and ye shall have them. And when 
ye stand praying, forgive, if ye 
have ought against any: that your 
Father also which is in heaven 
may forgive you your treas- 
passes.”’—Mark 11:22-25. 

I call your attention to verse 24 
particularly: ‘““Therefore I say 
unto you, What things soever ye 
desire, when ye pray, believe that 
ye receive them, and ye shall have 
them.” 


I, Faith and How to Have It 


There are two points in this mes- 
sage which I should like for you 
to note very carefully. First of 
all, praying people should have 
faith. “Have faith in God,” Jesus 
said. He did not give this as 
advice; He gave it as orders. 

When I was in the Army in 
World War I, I remember that the 
captain put me in charge of a 
squad of rookies. (I was as much 
a rookie as any of them.) We were 
out drilling on the parade ground 
by squads. I look back with a little 
bit of: homesickness to the good 
times in the Army—the marching, 
drilling, the manual of arms, ete. 
We marched around—and after

The 
Wheaton Crusade is in connection 
with the Centennial of Wheaton 
College but follows the usual pat- 
tern of the Graham crusades, with 
high-powered publicity, political 
organization and pressure, and 
with great pressure from the Gra- 
ham organization and from Whea- 
ton College to get the saved and 
the lost, believers and unbelievers, 
fundamentalists and modernists, 
worldlings and consecrated Chris- 
tians, all mixed in the crusade 
alike and helping to run it. 


The Campaign Caters to 
Modernists and 
Worldlings 


In the weeks that have gone 
by letters have gone out from the 
Billy Graham headquarters at 
Wheaton College, addressed to 
some three hundred ministers (the 
letters say) in the Wheaton area, 
and insisting that every minister 
and church take part, that every 
pastor.send proposed lists of coun- 
selors, choir members, etc? All 
pastors were urged to sit on the 
platform with no distinction be- 
tween Bible-believers and infidels. 

Our. friend, .Dr. Evan Welsh, 
chaplain at the College, acting for 
the College in promotion of the 
campaign, had lunch with me, I 
explained to him in detail why I 
could not conscientiously go into a 


campaign to be yoked up with 
those who deny the authority of 
the Bible, the virgin birth, the 
blood atonement, the bodily resur- 
rection, the sinless perfection of 
the Lord Jesus Christ. 

Dr. Graham arrived in town and 
in his very first interview with 
the press he quoted favorably the 
notorious liberal Elton Trueblood. 
That is in line with his referring 
to Dr. Henry Van Dusen, president 
of Union Theological Seminary in 
New York, as the kind of convert 
he wanted in the New York Cru- 
sade (quoted in Time magazine). 
It was in line with his repeated 
references to ‘‘my friend Norm” 
(Dr. Norman Vincent Peale, New 
York), his quotations from Rein- 
hold Niebuhr and Dr. Harry Em- 
erson Fosdick, his lauding of the 
very liberal Dr. Albert Schweitzer 
as a man bound to go to Heaven, 
and his association with McCrack- 
en, Bishop Pike, with the Negro 
Christian Century Yoving editor, 
Martin Luther King, etc.

MIXED BATHING-

Many fundamental Christians 
are greatly shocked that some 
Bible-believing Christians in the 
South use tobacco or that Chris- 
tian women in the South paint 
their faces or lips or nails. On 
the other hand, fundamentally- 
sound and devoted Christians in 
the South are nearly always shock- 
ed when they find that fundamen- 
tal Christians in the North\ have 
mixed bathing at their summer 
Bible Conferences, and that else- 
where Christian men and women 
and young people go swimming 
together and sometimes do not 
feel it is wrong. 

Christians who really lay all on 
the altar for God try to follow the 
command of I Corinthians 10:31: 
“Whether therefore ye eat, or 
drink, or whatsoever ye do, do all 
to the glory of.God.” So Chris- 
tians must carefully consider 
every amusement, every custom, 
to see that it glorifies God and 
does not offend and does not do 
harm or lead into temptation. 

Several things are agreed upon 
by the best Christians in regard 
to mixed bathing. 


1. Bathing or swimming is not 
wrong. There is nothing wrong 
in swimming. It is good exercise. 
It is a real pleasure. It may help 
to develop personality and char- 
acter. Swimming is not wrong. 

2. We must recognize, also, that 
it is natural for young people to 
like to swim together. In the 
case of dancing, young people 
dance for sex thrill and men never 
dance alone. But that is not true 
about swimming. Boys or men 
often swim without girls and have 
a wonderful time. The exercise 
itself is interesting, the competi- 
tion in swimming and diving adds 
to the fun, and so we have no 
right to say that swimming is pri- 
marily a matter of sex interest 
with most young people. Girls 
who are not very good swimmers 
may feel safer with men about, 
and boys certainly like to have 
girls or women about to see them 
Show off. People like to be to- 
gether in the water for the same 
reason that they like to be to- 
gether elsewhere. And this nat- 
ural gregarious spirit, this ten- 
dency to have fun in crowds, is 
not of itself wrong. 

o. However, nudity is _ still 
wrong. It is definitely wrong for 
a woman to expose so much of 
her body as to emphasize sex ap- 
peal. Any unusual exposure of a 


woman’s body is naturally a temp-| 


tation to men and young men. 
And the swim suits worn these 
days cover so much less of a 
woman’s body than even the or- 
dinary street clothes, that the best 
Christians must agree that the 
popular swim suits are not ‘“mod- 
est apparel” commanded for 
women in I Timothy 2:9. What is 
wrong in mixed swimming is not 
the swimming but the nudity, the 
indecent exposure of the human 
body. 

I believe that the tendency of 
men’s swim suits is likewise bad. 


I do not know whether or not a 


boy with no clothing but swim 
trunks is a special temptation to 
girls. However, I think that as 
a general rule we may say that 
undue exposure of the human 
body encourages undue familiar- 
ity and is necessarily hurtful. Per- 
haps a man’s. half-nude_ body 
would have a tendency to arouse 
sex interest. But if not, it cer- 


_ tainly indicates disrespect for the 


temple of the Holy Spirit, and all 
the Scriptures which forbid the 
uncovering of the human body be- 
fore others indicate that it is 
wrong. 

The Bible so clearly forbids un- 


usual exposure of the -hody that 


ye 


we say beyond any doubt that 
mixed bathing of the general pub- 
lic in modern swim suits is defi- 
nitely wrong. It is not the bath- 
ing that is wrong but the inde- 
cent exposure. For men _ and 
women to wear the same clothing 
elsewhere would be wrong. It 
would be foolish and hurtful for 
young people to attend college 
classes in the same clothes that 
they swim in. No one suggests 
that it would be proper for people 
to work and attend to business in 
offices and stores with as much 
exposure of the body as is custo- 
mary in swimming parties. That 
exposure of the body tends to 
evil. It is likely to arouse sex 
desire and lead to extreme temp- 
tation. It certainly tends to break 
down modesty and cause disre- 
spect for the body as the temple 
of the Holy Spirit. And it cer- 
tainly does not encourage a girl 
to keep her body for the husband 
that she hopes to have. The mix- 
ing of the sexes promiscuously 
in modern swim suits is certainly 
hurtful. 


4. Wherever the clothing itself 
is proper and thé behavior proper, 
I see no special harm in mixed 
swimming. When I was a young 
man in West Texas we often went 
fishing in the Big Wichita River. 
We would take a seine and in this 
net we would catch catfish, carp, 
buffalo, drum, gars and other 
river fish. We did not have swim 
suits. If we had had them it 
would not have been wise to wear 


them in the hot sun for long 
periods’ of time. We wore old 
clothes. Sometimes the women 


and children of the family, or 
sometimes the women and children 
of two or three families who 
joined us in the fishing expedition, 
would go in the water to play in 
the late afternoon. All were fully 
clothed. For people who took 
their baths in a wash tub in the 
kitchen, it was a real delight to 
splash and swim and dive in the 
river. I did not think then and 
I do not think now there was any- 
thing at all displeasing to God 
in that. 

Since I have a family of my own 
I have a few times taken them 
swimming. Once when my daugh- 
ters were small we took them to 
Galveston, found a part of the 
beach where we would be alone 
and swam and played in the surf. 

Sometimes mixed groups of 
good Christian people swim to- 
gether without any apparent harm, 
where the conditions are the best 
and the people spiritual and conse- 
erated. I have seen some _ such 
cases, where Christian women 
were careful not to remove their 
robes until they stepped into the 
water, where family groups stayed 
somewhat apart by themselves, 
and where there was strict super- 
vision to see that nothing un- 
seemly took place. At the same 
time, it seems obvious that for 
people to appear without enough 
clothes on, and for young people 
to mix promiscuously with those 
of the opposite sex, in a state of 
semi-nudity, is certain to be a 
temptation to some and to lead 
to further sin. 

I know that when I was a 
young Christian I sometimes went 
swimming in groups. I found it 
a temptation to me, found that it 
embarrassed me and hurt my 
testimony 

I would conclude, then, that if 
people want to swim in mixed 
groups, both men and women 
ought to cover the body decently 
and wear something besides the 
modern scanty swim suits. Chris- 
tians should avoid the appearance 
of evil and flee from temptation.

Thermo-nuclear War 


The Office of Civil Defense Mo- 
bilization recently stated that if 
two large hydrogen bombs were 
dropped near the Brooklyn bridge 
on a typical mid-October day, it 
would kill at least 6,098,000 people 
in the New York City vicinity. 
The estimate was given to a Joint 
Congressional Atomic Energy sub- 
committee in response to a ques- 
tion about a hypothetical nuclear 
war. The subcommittee was act- 
ing on the assumption that some 
224 military and civilian targets 
would be hit on a mid-October day 
by 263 hydrogen bombs with a 
force of 1,446 megatons (equiva- 
lent of 1,446,000,000 tons of TNT). 
The office of Civil Defense Mobili- 
zation estimated such an attack 
would kill 48,900,000 Americans. 
The subcommittee concluded that 
survival would be_ possible for 
some if adequate _ protection 
against radioactive fall-out and 
adequate emergency food supplies 
were available. 


One wonders just how long God 
will permit mankind to rush down 
the highway to its own destruc- 
tion before He intervenes. In this 
writer’s opinion, it is high time 
to heed the advice of Jehovah as 
recorded in. Hosea 10:12, 13: 
“Sow to yourselves in righteous- 
ness, reap in mercy; break up 
your fallow ground: for it is time 
to seek the Lord, till he come and 
rain righteousness wpon you. Ye 
have plowed wickedness, ye have 
reaped wmiquity; ye have eaten the 
fruit of lies: because thou didst 
trust in thy way, in the multitude 
of thy mighty men.” It is time for 
our nation to quit trusting in mili- 
tary might, super air forces, hy- 
drogen and cobalt bombs, and re- 
turn “to seek the Lord!”

Discipline and Delinquency 


The other day in Charleston, II- 
linois, a 22-year-old berserk gun- 
man held his half-sister hostage 
for 17 hours, all of: the time de- 
manding that officers who had 
surrounded the house “fight it 
out” with him. Actually, he was 
trying to force “a gun due] to 
death” with a local police captain 
whom he blamed for three-fourths 
of his troubles. The youth, Ken- 
neth Eugene Adkins, finally gave 
up without firing a_ shot just 
four minutes before a deadline set 
by police. His half-sister was not 
harmed. - 


Young Adkins, after blaming 
Captain Logan Cox, who had 
locked him up on a number of oc- 
casions for assault and disorderly 
conduct, for three-fourths of his 
troubles, then charged his parents 
with responsibility for the remain- 
ing fourth. Said he: “They never 
spanked me when I needed disci- 
pline. They always called the 
police and Cox usually was the 
one that came. You can’t raise 
children unless you discrpline 
them yourself—not call the police 
to do it for you.” 


While admitting that Adkins’ 
conduct was most deplorable, it is 
nontheless necessary to confess 
that his observation about raising 
children is very true. The Bible 
tells us in Ephesians 6:4, “And, ye 
fathers, provoke not your children 
to wrath: but bring them up in 
the nurture [lit. discipline| and 
admonition of the Lord.” Proverbs 
22:15, right after God’s guarantee 
about children never going wrong 


in verse six, declares, “Foolishness 


is bound im the heart of a child; 


. ¥ but the rod of correction shall 


drive it far from him.” In the next 
chapter, verses 13 and 14, God 
says, “Withhold not correction 
from the child: for if thou beatest 
him with the rod, he shall not die. 
Thou shalt beat him with the rod, 
and shalt delwer his soul from 
hell,” 

Yes, “the rod and reproof give 
wisdom: but a child left to him- 
self bringeth his mother to shame” 
(Prov. 29:15).

COMMENTARY ON 
BOOK OF LUKE by Frederick 


THE 


Louis Godet (Zondervan Publish- 
ing House; 903 pp.; $9.95). 


This is one of Zondervan’s “Clas- 
sic Commentary Library” volumes. 
Originally written about the mid- 
dle of the 19th century, it is schol- 
arly, exhaustive, reverent. Since 
the work is so good otherwise it is 
most unfortunate that Godet re- 
fers to “that false notion of imspi- 
ration” which he identifies as ‘‘ac- 
cording to which the sacred his- 
tory was revealed and dictated to 
evangelists by the Holy Spirit,” 
and says, “This idea is altogether 
excluded” (p. 33). Instead, he 
subscribes to the erroneous theory 
of one Gospel serving as ‘‘a source 
of information’’ to the other writ- 
ers. At the end of the book he 
devotes about twenty-nine pages 
to the supposed sources’ from 
which Luke prepared his Gospel 
and the relation of the Synoptics 
to one another.

After the Lord God had shown 
His power by sending down fire 
from Heaven to burn the wet 
wood and the sacrifice, and to.lap 
up the water in the trench, Eli- 
jah had killed all the prophets 
of Baal, you remember. And then 
the Lord sent a drenching rain to 
break the drought, while Elijah 
ran joyfully before the king’s 
chariot all the way to Jezreel. 


But King Ahab went home to 
wicked Queen Jezebel and told 
her the whole story of the prov- 
ing fire from Heaven and of 
how Elijah had killed with a 
sword the 450 prophets of Baal, 
her particular favorites. My, that 
woman was angry! I suspect it 
didn’t take her long to decide 
what to do: she sent a messenger 
to Elijah to say, “May the gods 
kill me also, if by this time to- 
morrow you are not dead.” Well, 
Elijah had been brave before the 
whole host of Israel, all the proph- 
ets of Baal, and powerful King 
Ahab, but the threats of this one 
woman made Elijah afraid. The 
Bible tells us he “went for his 
life and came to Beersheba”’ where 
he left his servant. And he went 
out into the wilderness and sat 
down under a juniper tree and 
said, “Lord, I have had enough 
now. Why don’t you take my life? 
I would a lot rather go to Heaven 
now than have Queen Jezebel kill 
me.” And then, exhausted, he 
went to sleep under that tree. 

Poor, tired, discouraged Elijah! 
God wanted to comfort him, too. 
So He sent an angel to wake him 
to a supper already prepared, a 
cake baked on coals of fire, and 
a cruise or jug of water. The 
prophet woke, ate the cake, drank 
the water and went back to sleep 
again. A second time an angel 
awakened him and fed him the 
bread and water. It certainly 
must have been a very special 


food with heavenly characteristics,| 8¢t up from your bed any more, 


because we we are told he “went 
in the strength of that meat forty 
days,” till he got to Mount Horeb. 


Now he went to a cave and 
stayed there, apparently hiding. 
There in the cave with his mantle 
or’ shawl wrapped around him, 
he told God that he had been 
trying to bring the people back 
to the Lord but that he alone 
was left of those who served God. 
And God, gently and kindly, as- 
sured him that he wasn’t the only 
one left serving the Lord, but 
there were seven thousand people 
who had not bowed the knee to 
Baal, or kissed his image. He was 
to go and find one, Elisha, son of 
Shaphat, and anoint him prophet 
in his place. God told him that 
Elisha would continue the job he

had started. 

And he found the man, Elisha, 
plowing in a field with twelve 
yoke or pairs of oxen and a big 
wooden plow. As he went by him 
he threw his mantle over him. 
Now the young man, Elisha, khew 
that this old man was the prophet 
of the Lord. And he knew the 
Lord must be calling him to work 
for Him, too. So immediately he 
left the oxen and his plowing, 
ran after Elijah and told him, 
“Let me, please (I pray thee), 
kiss my father and mother good- 
by and then I will come with you.” 
The young man ran back, killed 
two of the oxen and cooked them 
for his friends, using the wood 
yoke for a fire instead of the 
charcoal we would use at a bar- 
becue. After the farewell party 
Elisha kissed his parents, and then 
told Elijah he was ready to go 
with him to take care of him 
and help him as a servant. 


Of course the Lord took care 
of His servants, Elijah and Elisha, 
and they were not killed by Queen 
Jezebel, but wicked Ahab died 
and his son, Ahaziah, became the 
new king. Now Ahaziah fell 
through a lattice or window from 
his bedroom and was_ seriously 
hurt. So he sent messengers to 
the god of Ekron to find out if 
he would die of his injuries. He 
must have heard of the time on 
Mount Carmel when God showed 
Himself by fire and Baal didn’t 
answer at all, but he didn’t want 
to believe in the true God. As 
the messengers went, the angel of 
the Lord told Elijah the Tishbite 
to meet the messengers of the 
king and tell them to go back 
to the king, saying, “Isn’t there 
a God in Israel that you can ask, 
instead of the heathen god of Ek- 
ron? Now therefore, thus saith 
the Lord, ‘You will not be able to 


but will die there.’ ” 


So the messengers went back 
to the king, and of course he 
wanted to know why they had not 
done as he had told them to do. 
He knew there had not been time 
for them td make the _ long 
journey to Ekron. When they told 
him about meeting the man whose 
name they did not know and 
what he prophesied, he asked 
them to describe him. “He is a 
hairy man with a leather girdle 
or sash,” they said. The king im- 
mediately knew that it was Elijah 
and he was furious! He called for 
a captain of his army with fifty 
men in his command and _ told 
him to go get Elijah. 

Now when the platoon went 
to find Elijah he was sitting on 
top of a hill. The captain called 
up to him and said, “Thou man 
of God, come down; the king 
wants to see you.” ‘And Elijah 
said, “If I am a man of God, 
let fire come down from Heaven 
and burn you and your men up.” 
And fire did sweep down and 
killed all fifty-one men. So King 
Ahaziah again sent a _ captain 
with fifty men who called, “Come 
down!” And a second time Elijah 
called fire down from Heaven and 
the fifty-one men were burned up. 

When Ahaziah sent the third 
captain with fifty men, he had 
the good sense to be afraid and 
to realize that God was with Eli- 
jah. He didn’t call up any orders. 
He ran up to Elijah, threw him- 
self at the prophet’s feet, and 
begged him to have mercy on 
him and his men. And immediate- 
ly the angel of the Lord told Eli- 
jah not to be afraid. but to go 
with the men, I am sure the 
captain and all of his men felt 
great relief when no fire fell, and 
Elijah agreed to go with them. 

Now when Elijah was come to 
King Ahaziah, he said, “The Lord 
has told me that because you have 
sent messengers to ask of Beel- 
zebub, the god of Ekron, about 
your illness, and thus showed that 
you were not believing in the Lord 


this bed. You will die from this 
illness.” 

And it came about, just as the 
Lord had spoken to Elijah, that 
Ahaziah died without ever leaving 
his bed. 

Remember that all this time the 
young man, Elisha, was with Eli- 
jah, perhaps doing the dirty work, 
acting as a servant, preparing 
the prophet’s meals, bring him 
water to wash, and continually 
learning. M@st probably his family 
had been rich. Not many families 
had twelve yoke of. oxen, but 
they belonged to his family since 
he was free to kill a pair as a 
party for his friends. He may 
have been used to servants wait- 
ing on him, but Elisha wanted 
to serve the Lord, and was willing 
to do the servant’s work to be 
with Elijah and learn to serve 
Him. 

The time will come when the 
Lord will call some of you boys 
to be preachers or missionaries. 
God will want some of you boys 
and girls, too, to give Him your 
whole life for service. But the 
beginning He asks you to make 
may not be glamorous or exciting. 
Will you give yourself to the Lord 
to use as He wishes? Some of 
you may have to work hard at 
washing dishes or doing yard work 
to earn money to go to college 
or Bible School and prepare for 
God’s service. When the _ time 
comes, will you be willing to do 
the hard things to be ready to do 
the important things? Remember 
Elisha and how he acted as ser- 
vant to the Prophet Elijah. 


In next week’s Kids Korner I 
would like to tell you the story 
of how Elisha became the prophet 
with the power of God, when 
God finally took Elijah to Heaven. 

Now, for other details of this 
story in the Bible, read 1 Kings, 
chapter 19, and II Kings l.

a while the captain came up to 
where my little squad was drilling.

He said, “What should you have

He said, “Why didn’t you?” 

“Sir, I was scared,” I said. 

He said, “When you march, hold 
your head up. If you are going 
to be a_soldier, hold your head 
up!’

1, Faith Is Built on the Bible 


How can I have faith? Briefly 
I call your attention to two or 
three things: 

First, ‘““Faith cometh by hearing, 
and hearing by the word of God’’ 
(Rom. 10:17). You can have faith 
by getting familiar with the Bible. 
When that verse was written few 
people had Bibles. The Scrip- 
tures were copied by hand. There 
were no. printing presses. It 
would cost hundreds of dollars in 
present value to have a copy of 
the Bible for yourself. The only 
way people, got the Bible was to 
hear somebody read it aloud -in 


services. If you want to. grow in| 


faith, read the Bible, 
in the Bible. Why? 

Only in the Bible will you find 
what God said He would do. If 
you do not know what He has 
promised, you cannot call on God 
with any faith. But if you find 
where He said He would do a 
thing then you can trust Him for 
it, can’t you? All right, get 
familiar with the Biblé. Learn the 
Bible. Learn to believe’ the 
Bible. Faith comés by learning, 
in the Bible, what God said He 
would do. 

In the second place, by reading 
the Bible you can learn what kind 
of God He is. I remember how 
I felt when I read how Senna- 
cherib’s army was dealt with when 
Hezekiah brought that letter 
and put it on the altar before the 
Lord and said, ‘It is true that 
these cther gods are not gods; but 
here is a man insulting God. Will 
you let him get by?’ 

That night the angel of the 
Lord came and smote the Assyri- 
ans and of the army of Senna- 
cherib 185,000 men were slain. 
When théy woke up they were 
all dead men! Isn’t it funny the 
way the Bible says that? It says, 
‘When they arose early in_ the 
morning, behold, they were all 
dead corpses.” That is, some of 
them got up and the rest of them 
were dead men. I thought, “Oh, 
my; I believe I. can risk the 
Lord. I believe I can risk the 
Lord to look after me!’ 

When you read the Bible and 
learn the Bible you know what 
kind of God God is; and you 
learn that you can trust Him. . 

When I read about how the 
Lord helped old Daniel out in the 
lions’ den and about the Hebrew 
children—how they trusted Him 
and what God did for them—my 
faith grew. Becoming familiar 
with the Bible and meditating on 
the Bible grows faith. There is 
not any way much to grow in 
faith if you will not find what 
God has promised, and what the

Faith in God is 
risking God’s Word. So if you 
want to have faith, learn it from 
the Bible. If you get to know 
the Bible and love the Bible and 
believe the Bible, if you get the 
spirit of the Bible, you are bound 
to grow in faith. 


2. Faith Comes As a Gift of God 

in Answer to Prayer 
Another way toe have faith is to 
ask God for it. In 
as you get close to God and wait 
on God, God’s Holy Spirit grows 
faith in your heart. Faith is, in 
some sense, a product of the Spirit 
of God. So the disciples prayed, 
“Increase our faith” (Luke 17:5). 
And a distressed father prayed, 
“Lord, I believe; help thou mine 
unbelief” (Mark 9:24). Haven’t 
you sometimes prayed and God 
said, “I’ll do it’? Not in words, 
maybe; but you just knew He 
would do it.

When my daughter Grace was 
about four -years old she had a 
sore throat. We gave her some 
milk of -magnesia. We mopped 
her throat. We took care of her 
the best we could. Finally her 
fever went to 105 degrees. Her 
throat was raw and swollen nearly 
shut and had white patches on 
it. We took her to Dr. Reeves, 
an old family doctor whom we had 
known for years. He looked at 
her and said, “John, I am nearly 
certain that. this baby has 
diphtheria, but I am _ going to 
make sure.” 


He took a swab from her throat, 
smeared it on a little glass slide 
and sent it to a laboratory in the 
same building. “Give me a _ re- 
port by telephone just as soon as 
possible. Let me know . whether 
there are diptheria germs here 
or not,” he said. 

In a little bit the telephone rang 
and the man said, “There is no 
doubt but that it is diptheria.” 
They gave. toxin-antitoxin; gave 
an injection to the baby, Mary 
Lloys, so she would not get the 
diptheria. We took Grace home. 
The house was quarantined. The 
doctor gave instructions and said, 
“T will be there in the morning.” 

I said to my wife, “I have been 
praying for other people’s children. 
God has been answering prayer 
and healing other people. I am 
going to pray for my own baby 
now. I am going to kneel here 
by this bed and stay on my knees 
until God tells me it is all right.” 

My wife said, “Yes, I think that 
is the thing to do.” So we knelt 
down and I prayed and she prayed. 
I prayed and she prayed. I prayed 
and she prayed. Finally I said, 


“Tt’s all right. The Lord télls me 
it is all right. She will be healed 
—it’s. all right.” We got up off 
our knees, 

That afternoon all 
left. Grace said, 
get up and play?” 

I said, “No, honey; I don’t want 
to be presumptuous. I suppose 
you had better stay in bed.’ I 
said, “I want the doctor out here 
to see.” And I sent for the doc- 
tor.

3. Faith Comes From Trying 
God Out: Prove God! 


Here is another thing: If you 
want to have faith, stick out 
your neck. Would you like to 


have faith for great emergencies? 
Well, I will tell. you. what" 16_ do. 
When it is a case of bowing down 
to the idol or going to the fiery 
furnage,-go on to the furnace! If 
you do not have faith, you will 
get some. Stick out your neck! 
In other words, try God out. There 
are some things you will not know 
until you try them. -Why don't 


you try God and see if He is 
lying? Why don’t you see if the 
Bible is a fake? Why don’t you 
see whether it works or not? 
When it works a while you will 
know! Your faith will grow if 
you try God out. 


I used to get in a pretty big 
tight sometimes about money, and 
I would pray. Now I have. to 
need a whole lot of money before I 
eet very much excited about it. 
I have so often tried the Lord that 
I can now talk to the Lord about 
$10,000 about as easily as I could 
talk to Him about $50 one time. 
The reason is, I have tried the 
Lord out many times .and He 
has never let me down. God says,

II. Christians Should Pray 
for Whatever They Want! 


Notice Mark 11:24: ‘Therefore 
I say unto you, What things so- 
ever ye desire, when ye pray, be- 
lieve that ye receive them, and 
ye shall have them.” In other 
words, when you believe that you 
receive them, you have them. 
Isn’t that a sweet thing, a won- 
derful thing? Do you want some- 
thing? All right, ask for it. 


Somebody says, “Brother Rice, 
God did not promise to give you 
what you want. He just promised 
to supply your. needs.” That 
sounds mighty fine, but it is not 
so. It is not so! The Bible says 
for you to ask for “WHAT 
THINGS SOEVER YE DESIRE, 


when ye pray.” “Oh,” you Say, 
“Brother Rice, it must not mean 
that.” Yes, it means that  be- 


cause so many other Scriptures 
say the same thing. 


“Is that so?” you Say. 
Yes, sir. 


“Where is there one?”’ 

In Philippians 4:6: “Be careful 
for nothing; but in every thing 
by prayer and supplication with 
thanksgiving let your’ requests 
be made known unto God.” What 
does that ‘Scripture say? It says 
to pray about everything, Pray 
for everything you want, every 
heart’s desire. 

In Psalm 37:4 we have the 
promise: “Delight thyself also in 
the Lord; and he shall give thee 
the desires of thine heart.” No- 
tice, now; I am not talking about 
under what condition you are to 
get the things you desire. But 
the Bible says when you pray ask 
for the desires of your heart, and 
it says that if you will meet cer- 
tain conditions you will get them. 
So when you go to pray, what 
are you going to pray about? All 
the desires of your heart! 

Some people have the idea that 
some things are religious and 
some are secular. They think 
that some things you have a right 
to ask God about, but some things 
you ought to work out yourself, 
without prayer. 


1. Nothing Should Be Secular 
to a Christian 


When I was a boy if thought if 
a person got in a tight for food 
it was all right to pray for com- 
mon food because it was a neces- 
sity. But I thought it would not 


to get it for yourself without His 
help? 

No, sir; listen to me! I will tell 
you what God wants you to do. 
God wants you to say, “Lord Je- 
sus, I will not hide a thing from 
You. I am going to tell You 
everything I think and every- 
thing I want. If there is any- 
thing wrong with what I want, 
You fix my “wanter’; but I am 
going to take You into my confi- 
dence and take “everything to God 
in prayer.” That is what the 
Bible says specifically again and 
again—that you are to pray about 
“what things soever ye desire.” It 
says, “If ye shall ask anything 
in my name, I will do it.” It 
says, “Delight thyself also in the 
Lord; and he shall give thee the 
desires of thine heart.’ You see, 
God intends for Christians to ask 
for anything they want. 


2. God Is Interested in Every 
Desire of His Child

Father says? He says, “I have 
these children... .” I do not 
know why but someway God just 
cannot do without us. It is a 
strange thing, but Jesus Christ 
would not be happy.in Heaven 
without us, God wants our fel- 
lowship. Isn’t that strange? Our 
heavenly Father says, “I wish 
they would talk to Me. I wish 
they would take me into their 
confidence. I wish they would tell 
Me everything they want.” He 
says, ‘What things soever you 
desire, pray about it.’ He _ says, 
‘Be careful for nothing. Do not 
worry about anything. But pray 
about everything. Pray for what 
ever you want.’ 


Sometimes I pray and _ say, 
“Lord, I believe I need this for 
Your business.” About some 
others things I say, ‘‘Lord, I don’t 
need them but it would be mighty 
sweet, it would be a token of 
Your love if you would give me 
certain things.” Let me tell you 
something that may sound silly 
and you may laugh if you want 
to. 


I was down at Checotah, Ok- 
lahoma, during the war in some 
services. I was eating at a nice 
little cafe. It happened that I 
had anemia. I had rushed my- 
self to death, and I did not have 
enough red blood cells. The doc- 
tor told me I had to have vita- 
min tablets, had to have rest, had 
to have meat to eat. So I was 
down there, away from home, 
and a little lonely. You may not 
think so but this business of eat- 
ing in hotels and restaurants week 
in and week out is not what it is 
cracked up to be. 

I went -to the cafe one day. 
Usually they had two kinds of 
plate lunches. One day it would 
be frankfurters and sauerkraut. 
The other plate would be brains 
or sweetbread or some kind of 
variety meat. You could not get 
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beefsteak or roast. It was dur- 
ing the war. Most roasts and 
steaks went to the Army and ex- 
pensive _—s restaurants. I said, 
“Heavenly Father, I have worked 
hard. The doctor Says I need 
beef. And I am away from home. 
Wouldn’t it be nice if I had some 
Short ribs of beef today? I am 
hungry for short ribs of beef. I 
would preach the same for You 
whether I had them or not. It 
would not help the meeting any, 
or anything like that; but I would 
take it as a token of Your love 
and care if I could have some 
short ribs of beef today!” 


I went into the little restaurant 
and sat down. The waitress said, 
“We haye two kinds of plate 
lunches - today.’ I have for- 
gotten what one of them was, but 
the other one included short ribs 
of beef! I sat there and my 
heart just sang and sang! I said, 
“T am away from home, but I am 
not alone. I cannot see my wife 
and children, I am working hard 
and I have burdens nobody else 
knows about; but One knows 
about them, and He ecares.’’ When 
I ordered short ribs of beef He 
said, “Sure, I'll fix the restaur- 
ant’s whole program so you can 
have short rib of beef.” 


I have Somebody who loves me. 
I have Somebody who cares. He 
counts every hair of my head. If 
I were to pull one of them out 
today He would have to change 
all the records in Heaven. He 
watches the sparrows, and not 
one of them falls to the ground 
without my Father. He is the 
One who paints all the lilies. Solo- 
mon in all his glory walking up to 
the temple was not dressed up 
as they are. And God cares that 
much about me. If I want short 
ribs of beef I will just ask for 
them. Ask for what you want! 


8. Take God Into Every 
of Your Heart! 


Oh,-the trouble with you Chris- 
tians is that you do not take God 
into all your secrets. It was one 
preat day for me when I said, 
“Lord Jesus, come in; take over 
the whole show.” I had had the 
Lord in the parlor as a sort of 
guest. But I had said, “Don't 
come in the kitchen; that is not 
clean enough. And some of the 
closets are not swept out well.” 
One day I said, ‘““Lord Jesus, come 
in and take gharge of the whole 
business. You are not’ a guest; 
You live here. You not only liye 
here; you can run the whole she- 
bang! I will tell You everything 
my. heart cries for, everything I 
want, everything I need—things 
that might even be a luxury. 
But if I want them I am going 
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to ask You for them.” God loves 
me; and shame, shame on me, 
sometimes I do not even tell Him 
what I want so that He can make 
His love known!

minute! Don’t let us get excited. 
Why do you suppose I am going 
to pardon this man Caesar? He 
will die of his disease. A pardon 
isn’t going to do him any good.” 


A Double Sentence of Death 


Old Bill was up. against what 
you might call the real thing. He 
was under a double sentence of 
death. If he were cured, he must 
die for his murder; if he got a 
pardon, he must die of his disease. 
A pardon wouldn’t help him; a 
cure wouldn’t help him. What he 
needed was both. 

That is the picture of every 
man, woman and child born in- 
to the world since Adam fell. It 
has always been just one story— 
that sin is not only a disease, but 
Sin is a crime. There are a lot 
of people who tell you to be very 
gentle with certain kinds of sin 
like drunkeness, because drunk- 
enness is not a sin, but a disease. 
All right, but just remember this 
one thing: when a man is a 
drunkard, he is a sinner. That is 
a foregone conclusion. 

You .~.know very well that sin 
is a disease. David once said, ‘Be- 
hold, I was shapen in_ iniquity; 
and in sin did my mother con- 
ceive ‘me.’’ Isaiah declared, “From 
the sole of the foot even unto the 
head there is no soundness in it: 
but wounds, and bruises and pu- 
trifying sores’—a horrible pic- 
ture. Paul said, “In me (that is, 
in my flesh), dwelleth no good 
thing.” 

I am old-fashioned enough to 
believe the Bible from cover to 
cover. The Bible contains the 
Word of God. No, the Bible is the 
Word of God; I like it better that 
way—then I can get my foot on 
it anywhere and it won't slip. So 
I am going to keep on believing 
what God said about original sin. 
He said, “The soul that sinneth, 
it shall die.” And when He made 
Adam in His own image He’ made 
him without death in him. I don’t 
believe He ever made that man 
to die or he wouldn’t have been 
made in the likeness or image of 
God. a 

But He told him if he did a 
certain thing he would die; and 
Adam did it, and he died. And 
from that day until this there have 
been uses for graveyards and un- 
dertakers. “It is appointed unto 
men once to die.” Death is in the 
land and it is a disease that has 
every one of us; the moment we 
come into the world we are start- 
ing off towards death, if the Lord 
Jesus Christ should tarry. Now 
that is not a very pleasant pic- 
ture, but it is here and we might 


as well face it. Quick consump- 


tion had old Bill Caesar, and 
death as sure as that has got 
you and me, unless we can find 
Somebody who will bring us a 
double cure, 


Does a’‘Man Fall UP? 


Adam was made in the image of 
God, and in the fifth chapter of 
Genesis we are told that Seth was 
born in the image of his father 
Adam. You say, if Adam was cre- 
ated in the image of God, and Seth 
was born in the image of Adam. 
therefore Seth must be like God. 
But the trouble was that between 
the time Adam was created and 
Seth was born sin had come in; 
and sin is in us all. There is some- 
thing that comes in with that 
thing that means that the tenden- 
cy is always down. 


I would like to talk to men a 
moment or two. Every red-blooded 
man knows that if he lets go of 
himself, he will go down. Some- 
body says, “Oh, no; if a man falls, 
he falls up.” But don’t you for- 
get it, the tendency is down, and 
it takes all the manhood one has 
to be the man he wants to be; 
and many a time he crawls away 
by himself and admits to his own 
heart that he is unable to do it 
even then. 

I would not be afraid to include 
you women, too, just here, and 
say to you that you know very 
well that there is something 
about you ‘that always makes 
you heartsick when it reveals it- 
self to you, because the tendency 
is down. You get hold of yourself 
and you try your level best to 
hold yourself up where you belong, 
but in spite of all you can do, 
that miserable thing is in you. 
Why did that boy do that? Be- 
cause it is in him. What made that 
girl do that? Well, it is in her. 
It is there, this miserable thing 
that we got with Adam. Every- 
where you go you will find it 
the same way. The little bit of 
a fellow has just as much Sin in 
him as the fellow who is big and 
red and hearty. He gets suffering 
just as well as the big fellow. It 
is everywhere because we have 
been bitten by the same thing. 
There isn’t one who ever escaped 
it. 

But sin is not only a disease; it 
is a crime. In Isaiah 53:6, we have 
this word,‘‘All we like sheep have 
gone astray.” It does not Say, 
“Part of them,’ and exempt a 
few nice fglks; but Wt says, “All 
we like sheep have gone astray.” 
So you see, it is not only a di- 
sease, but a crime. We have all 
committed the thing. We were not 
only born in sin; but we have done 
the thing. fi 

Notice in the Word how you 
went astray: “We have turned 
every one to his own way.” That 
is sin. Your way is not God’s way. 


“As the heavens are higher than 
the earth, so are my ways higher 
than your ways, and my thoughts 
than your thoughts.” Those, are 
God’s words. Your way is sin, and 
that is the reason, He tells you, 
that you went astray: “All we 


like sheep. have gone astray; we. 


have turned every one to his own 
way.” That is the way of sin. 


If you are a farmer, you know 
what a sheep is. Sheep are not 
fierce animals; they are not vic- 
ious in any way. They are just 
simply fools. They will just wan- 
der off. They will go right by a 
sheepfold,. the gate that will let 
them in to safety. They see some- 
thing green over on the hill and 
follow it, just as you do. Do you 
know Why He said that you are 
like sheep? Because the sheep do 
not go out looking for. trouble; 
they just go astray. I never knew 
a man or woman who ever intend- 
ed to go out and look for trouble. 
I never knew a man who deliber- 
ately started out to be a drunk- 
ard. I never knew a woman who 
started out intentionally to go 
down and hit the very bottom of 
sin. Nobody ever intended it. No- 
body is vicious to begin with; but 
like sheep, people wander off in 
many different ways. Let me 
throw out,a hint or two on the 
way folks go astray. 


“T Can Leave It Alone” 


Do you mean to tell me a man 
starts out to be a drunkard? A 
fellow who “can drink or leave it 
alone,” always drinks. He never 
intends to form a habit. I never 
intended to become a drunkard, 
and yet I lived to see the day 
when I> could no more stay sober 
than I could fly, if I could get 
hold of anything to get drunk 
with. Do you mean to tell me I in- 
tended that? Never. I went down 
a step at a time—one glass, three, 
four glasses, five. And the first 
thing you know, you are playing 
the sky limit. That is the way 
they all go. You go down and get 
among the bums and they will 
tell you, “Oh, I never intended 
to get down here.” Not one of 
them ever did. And yet at last 
they wake up to the fact that 
they are hopeless slaves; and when 
they do, there is nothing left for 
them but to go and end their 
miserable lives. 


I do want to say this about the 
bum: there is a little hope. left, 
because the moment he becomes 
absolutely hopeless he almost al- 
ways takes his life. Thank God for 
that little hope old Bill Caesar 
had, just grabbing at a straw.

morning. I hurried to the police 
station. A little girl had been 
brought in, about eighteen years 
of age. She looked so young for 
her age. She had taken carbolic 
acid. I knelt down beside her. 
The doctor who was there said, 
“tT don’t believe she will under- 
stand you.” I tried to pour into 
her dying ear the story of Jesus. 
I did my best to get her attention. 
I got down beside her and I said, 
“Listen, Jesus loves you, and Je- 
sus died to save you. You know 
He died to save sinners; you must 
be a sinner, and He died to save 
you. Jesus loves you.” 


At first she didn’t seem to hear, 
but pretty soon I caught her try- 
ing to say something, and listen- 
ed, but I couldn’t understand. Her 
tongue was thick and black and 
her lips were swollen. And I re- 
peated, “Jesus loves you, and we 
love you; just remember that He 
is here right now, and that He 
will not forsake you even in your 
dying hour if you will only turn 
your face toward Him. They tell 
you that you cannot live. Listen 
to me.” 


And I tried to tell the poor little 
thing. Then I led in_ prayer, 
hoping maybe she could hear. Old 
Pat stood beside me—a great, big 
Irish cop, a good friend of mine. 
Pretty soon I stopped praying, but 
was still on my knees. The big 
fellow stood there with tears run- 
ning down his cheeks, although 
he was used to pretty hard sights. 
Pretty soon I heard her lisp again. 
I crawled down, put my ears by 
her burned lips, and I heard her 
pray, “Now I lay me down to 
sleep’”—the only prayer she knew, 
perhaps. I heard her say, “I lay 
me down’—she went away; she 
came back again and tried to 
finish the prayer, but’ when she 
got to, “If I should die...” she 
never finished it. When I straight- 
ened up after pulling the sheet 
over the little face, I turned to 
the cop and said, “What do you 
think about it?” 


He said, “It’s hell, Trotter. Tell 
me where he is,” he said; “he is 
perhaps out looking for another 
victim, while she lies here a sui- 
cide. She never meant to be bad. 
she is a pretty thing. Somebody 
lied to her.” 


“All we like sheep have gone 
astray.” She just wandered off. 
No more harm in that poor little 
thing than there is in the sheep, 
yet she wandered away just hav- 
ing her own way. Started out with 
dress that was wrong, in company 
that was wrong, in places she had 
no business to be. You need not 
draw on your imagination. 

I wonder if you fathers and 
mothers all know where your boy 
is. Is he out running your car, 
roaming around in sin, or is he 
here? Where is he? There is the 
trouble with the whole business. 
They never intended to get down 
—just like sheep. 

“Ah,” but you say, “you see, 
Mr. Trotter, we don’t get down.” 
You do in your own way. My way 
was drunkenness, That poor child’s 
way was to fall into sin, though 
She never intended to any more 
than I intended to be a drunk- 
ard. The point is, you have gone 
astray, and you not only have the 
disease of sin, but you have com- 
mitted the sin. 


Astray Like Sheep 


You have gone astray like a 
Sheep. Suppose He had said, “like 
a dog.” A dog will. always get 
back. I had an old dog. My father 
tried to lose him; drove him 
twenty-five miles into Freeport. 
He never did love that dog, while 
I always loved him. He put him 
in the back of a buggy where he 
couldn’t see, hauled him away 
twenty-five miles, and had a man 
lock him up until he got out of 
town and then let him loose. When 
he got home, the dog was there 
to meet his team. You never’ could 
lose him. They say cattle come 
back, too. But sheep never can 
get back alone. That is an un- 
written law. That is why a shep- 
herd must go and bring back his 
Sheep. They do not get back alone. 


But none of the ransomed ever 
knew 
How deep were the waters 
crossed; 
Nor how dark was the night 
that the Lord passed thro’ 


Ere He found His sheep that 
was lost. 


Out in the desert He heard its 


f cry— 
Sick — helpless, and ready to 
e, 


But all thro’ the mountains, 
thunder-riven, 
And up from the rocky steep, 
There arose a glad cry to the 
gate of heaven, 
“Rejoice! J have found my 
sheep!” 
And the angels echoed around 
. the throne, 
“Rejoice! for the Lord brings 
back His own!” 


He didn’t wait for the sheep to 
find Him; He went out and found 
the sheep. That is why you go 
astray. Like a sheep, you cannot 
get back. No man can get back: 
no woman can get back. They 
talk in these days about prize 
fighters coming back: about ball 
players coming back! I will tell 
you that nobody gets back alone. 
They are too much like sheep, be- 
cause, “All we like sheep have 
gone astray.” 


You say, “Oh, well, I got away 
from it alone all right.” But look 
out you don’t get back again. I 
want to tell you the last end of 
that man is worse than the first. 
Always remember it is like a sheep 
that we have gone astray, and 


here is the way we went astray, | 


“We have turned every one to his 
own way.” You don’t mean to do 
it, but when you drift away, the 
first thing you know, you are 
yielding to that sin; it may be 
temper, it may be envy, it may 
be pride, it may be jealousy, it 
may be drunkenness, it may be 
stealing, it may be lying. I don’t 
care what it is, “We have turned 
every one to his own way.” So 
you see, you are not only a sin- 
ner by birth, but you are a sin- 
ner because you have committed 
it. 

A fellow said to me on the train 
one day, “Oh, you preachers make 
me sick.” 

“T am not a preacher,” I replied. 


“T wish I were. I don’t know 
enough.” 

He said, “I don’t care what you 
are. You Christians are always 


talking about a man going to Hell 
because Adam sinned.” 


Why People Go to Hell 

“No,” I said, “you will never go 
to Hell because Adam sinned. You 
will go to Hell because you refuse 
the remedy God provided for Ad- 
am’s sin. Don’t you go crying 
about something that has absolute- 
ly been taken. care of. If you go 
to Hell you will go over the brok- 
en body of Jesus Christ who died 
to keep you out.” 


So I have to find a remedy. I 
have to find two. One thing won't 
do. A cure is not going to ‘help 
you. Thank God, you have got to 
have something more than that, 
and you can find it in Jesus 
Christ. Did you ever notice Psalm 
103:3; ‘Who forgiveth all thine 
iniquities; who healeth all thy 
diseases’? Forgiving  iniquities, 
healing diseases—that is the thing. 
You have got to have a double 
eure. And you will find it in the 
Lord Jesus Christ. “Thou shalt 
call His name JESUS: for He 
shall save His people from their 
sins.” Why, a large part of all 
His earthly ministry was taken 
up in healing bodies, but that was 
only a part of His mission. If Bill 
Caesar had had his body healed, 
he would have died for his crime. 
The ninth chapter of Matthew is 
one of the best illustrations of the 
truth. When. they all raged be- 
cause He said, “Son... thy sins 
be forgiven thee,” the Pharisees 
said, ‘Who can forgive sins but 
God?” and Jesus. Christ said, 
“Whether is easier, to say, Thy 
sins be forgiven thee; or to Say, 
Arise and walk? But that ye may 
know that the Son of Man hath 
power on earth to forgive sins 
(then saith he to the sick of the 
palsy), Arise, take up thy bed, 
and go into thine house.” And. he 
put his bed on his back and 
walked. You know, the wonderful 
thing about it is that He can do 
both. In the Lord Jesus Christ 
we have the double cure, and we 
must have the two things.

And she said 
again, “Don’t ever say that again, 
because some _ professional man 
or woman may hear you and know 
that you are—I don’t say dishon- 
est—but you are simply fooled.”

He returned, ‘Praise the Lord!” 


She said, “What is the matter 
with you?”

gave me a new heart, but I never 
knew before that He gave me 
a new stomach.” 

It is the double cure. And that 
is the very thing I am trying to 
bring you. Thank God, He not 
only can save you from your sin, 
but He can heal you so you don’t 
want the old sin. Wouldn’t you 
give most anything in the- world 
tonight if God would help you to 
be just what you want to be, in- 
stead of having that horrible thing 
that you know to be wrong? 
Wouldn’t you give most anything 
to be healed as well as forgiven? 


Deliverance From Sin 


You go and confess your sin. 
“He is faithful and just to forgive 
us our sins.” But what about _get- 
ting away from them? Have you 
sot to go tomorrow morning and 
do the same confessing, and. have 
Him forgive it? Wouldn’t it be 
wonderful to be delivered from 
the sin? Listen to this wonderful 
verse that I love perhaps above 
all verses. It tells the double work 
that Jesus came to do. “For He 
hath made Him to be sin for us, 
who.knew no sin; that we might 
be made the righteousness of God 
in Him” (II Cor. 5:21). God made 
Jesus to be sin for me; that is 
the second thing He did: “That 
we might be made the righteous- 
ness of God in Him.’ He took my 
death; I took His life. He took 
my miserable condemnation and 
my desert of Hell; He absolutely 
took it and went to Hell and gave 
me Heaven. Double work. If God 
is going to send Jesus Christ to 
take my place and make Him to be 
sin for me, He must take the 
punishment that I deserve. 


When they gave me a Bible 
Mrs. Clark gave me a little two- 
and-a-half-cent Testament; and 
for a year I never read even a 
paper. I didn’t read anything but 
my Testament. I learned a verse 
every day and I could quote it 
and tell you where it was accord- 
ing to the King James version. I 
studied Romans and Acts for a 
year. We always put new con- 
verts into Acts and Romans before 
we ever take them back into the 
Gospels. Well, you know I just 
read that wonderful Book and [I 
just stuck to it. 


One morning I was on my knees 
praying. I had gone into the back 
room of my barber shop. Heaven 
seemed to speak to me. It was a 
beautiful time of prayer. Pretty 
soon it came to me just like thun- 
der out of a clear sky, “Yes, He 
did go through terrible suffering, 
but He was taking your place; 
all the things that were done to 
Him were done for you, and if 
He hadn’t borne them, you would 
have to.”’ And then I said, “Halle- 
lujah, Jesus. If You love me that. 
much, I am going to love You 
a little more.” 


Then I went back over the 
punishment, and when they smote 
Him on the back, I saw it coming 
to me, and I hadn’t a word 
to say. If God is going to 
make Him to be my © sin, 
why, He must put on Him the 
purple robe and put a reed in His 
hand and a crown of thorns on 
His head. And the soldiers walk- 
ed back and forth and said, “Hail, 
King of the Jews!’ I can under- 
stand how they could mock Him; 
I had it coming to me, and He 
was taking my place. Biess His 
holy name for that. I can under- 
stand it now. I know now why 
they whipped Him, scourged Him, 
made a fool of Him and mocked 
lim. I know why He did it. He 
was in my place, that is all. God 
made Him to be.my sin. If He 
is going to make Him to be my 
sin, He must bear the punishment 
of my sin. 

Some good friends of mine say, 
“Trotter, you ought never to talk 
about Jesus going to Hell.” I say, 
“Hold on; if my sin deserves Hell, 
He went.” I like the Apostles’ 
Creed because the words, “He de- 
scended into Hell,” have not been 
taken out. He did descend into 
Hell as far as the suffering and 
punishment went if He was in 
my place, because my sin demands 
it and your sin demands it. And 
if He didn’t go, you will. I am 
preaching substitution pure and 
simple. There isn’t anything else 
to preach. If He didn’t go, you 
will. Thank God, He made Him 
to be my sin, and He must not 
only take my punishment, but He 
must take my Hell. 


The Day of Execution

Only five of those churches are 
known.in Wheaton as Bible-believ- 
ing churches.

One of the pastors had cases. of 
beer in his basement. 

That is as sorry a mixture of 
saved and lost, believers and un- 
believers, as even Dr. Graham 
could wish. That is the oxen and 
asses yoked together. 


Paul said, “Though we, or. an 
angel from heaven, -preach any 
other gospel unto you than that 
which we have preached unto you, 
let him be accursed. As we said 
before, so say I now again, If 
any man preach any other gospel 
unto you than that ye have re- 
ceived, let him be accursed” (Gal. 
1:8, 9). But here instead of saying, 
“Let them be accursed,’ some of 
God’s good people are calling 
those who preach another Gospel 
“brother,” are sitting with them 
on committees, are bowing while 
they lead in prayer, and helping 
to send inquirers into these unbe- 
lieving churches! 


The local Episcopal rector is 
on the counseling committee and 
is chairman of the referral com- 
mittee and he was called on to 
lead the closing prayer in the first 
service.

paign with Dr. Billy Graham. I 
told you then that the lifetime 
convictions which I, as a funda- 
mental Christian, have makes it 
so I cannot conscientiously take 
official part in the Billy Graham 
campaign. Now I feel that for you, 
for the friends at Wheaton Col- 
lege, for my brethren, the evan- 
gelical Bible-believing pastors in 
Wheaton with whom I have had 
good fellowship, and for my own 
Calv ary Baptist Church, I should 
put in writing those convictions. 
Soin an open letter I tell 
why I and other old-time funda- 
mentalists cannot join in to spon- 
sor and be responsible for Dr. Bil- 
ly Graham’s services at the Col- 
lege. Thus in brotherly love and 
respect for you and other Chris- 
tians I write. 


“First, to Clear the Air, Let Me 
Say What Are Not My Rea- 
sons for Not Co-operating 
With the Billy Graham 
Campaign 

“1. I do not want to be misun- 
derstood. We are not against gos- 
pel preaching and soul winning. I 
shall fervently thank God for ev- 
ery soul which may be saved and 
for all the gospel truth that may 
be preached. I thank God for 
souls saved under any man’s 
preaching and thank God for the 
Gospel preached, whether I- may 
agree with a man in other doc- 
trines and practices or not. 


“2. I am not an enemy of Dr. 
Billy Graham. He was on the of- 
ficial board of the Sword of the 
Lord Foundation until he told me 
he could not agree to our state- 
ment of faith, particularly the 
statement on THE Sworp’s front 
page that THE Sworp ‘opposes 
modernism, formalism, and world- 
liness, and resigned from the 
Sword Co-operating Board. He 
had asked me to serve and I did 
serve for years on. the board of 
Northwestern Schools when he 
was president and long afterward. 
I spent some $10,000 worth of 
space in THE SWORD OF THE LORD 
boosting Dr. Graham. I spent a 
week as his guest in Scotland, 
three days with him in Toronto. 
Mrs. Rice and I visited with Billy 
and Ruth in their home at Mon- 
treat, North Carolina. Dr. Gra- 
ham and I had quite a long friend- 
ly telephone conversation when he 
was en route to San Francisco. 
There has been no personal issue 
between me and Dr. Graham. I 
have prayed for Dr. Graham daily 
for ten years, as I did this morn- 
ing. In this matter I am moved 
by lifelong Christian convictions, 
not by personal feelings. 


“3. You know that I do not op- 
pose co-operation with good Chris- 
tians. You know about my city- 
wide campaigns with Bible-believ- 
ing preachers and churches of all 
evangelical faiths in Chicago, Buf- 
falo, Cleveland, Seattle, Miami, 
etc. THE SWORD OF THE LORD is 
interdenominational. I have 
worked with evangelical pastors in 
Wheaton when I could. If the con- 
stitution end fundamental state- 
ment of faith now proposed as a 
requirement for membership in 
the Wheaton Ministerial Associa- 
tion is adopted, I hope to become 
a member. 


“4 Lest some stranger should 
question the matter, I regret not 
being able to co-operate with 
Wheaton College. You know that 
my six daughters and four of my 
sons-in-law are graduates. of 
Wheaton. I moved to Wheaton 
nineteen years ago largely because 
of Wheaton College. 


“You will understand then that] 


none of the four things mentioned 
above are the cause or the reason 
I cannot and the Calvary Baptist 
Chureh cannot co-operate in the 
Billy Graham campaign. 


“But I Cannot Yoke Up With En- 
emies of Christ and the Bible, 
With Liberals Who Are 
Against the Historic 
Christian Position 


“1. Letters from the Billy Gra- 
ham headquarters have _ insisted 
that all preachers and churches in 
this area co-operate. All should 
send lists of ushers, of counselors, 
of choir singers. The Billy Grd- 
ham headquarters in letters to me 
have stressed that three hundred 
churches of the area are all in- 
vited. Letters to each preacher 
asked them to sit on the platform 
and help to be officially responsi- 
ble for the campaign. It is ex- 
pected that all ‘inquirers’ will be 
referred to all churches, Bible- 
believing churches or liberal, un- 


believing churches alike as in all 
the Billy Graham campaigns. 


“The universal practice of Dr. 
Graham is to have prominent mod- 
ernists, unbelievers:in the deity, 
the blood atonement, the virgin 
birth of Christ, and the infallible 
inspiration of the’ Bible, to lead 
in prayer, to be introduced from 
the platform, as was the case of 
Dr. Robert McCracken of Fos- 
dick’s famous Riverside Church in 
New York, Bishop Pike in San 
Francisco, and many other no- 
torious deniers of the historic 
Christian faith. 


“I cannot conscientiously sit be- 
side such men on the platform as 
brothers spiritually, nor say amen 
to their prayers which cannot hon- 
estly be uttered in the name of 
the Lord Jesus Christ. I cannot 
leave. the impression that one_can 
be a Christian and deny the Bible 
or scoff at the virgin birth, the 
blood atonement, the bodily resur- 
rection, and the deity of the Lord 
Jesus Christ. I dare not leave the 
impression :-that the ‘universal Fa- 
therhood of God and brotherhood 
of man,’ as held by some of the 
preachers in this area who will 
sit on the platform, is the same 
Gospel as salvation by the atoning 
blood of Jesus Christ who died as 
a substitute for doomed sinners. 


“2. You will understand that 
this is a lifelong conviction from 
my understanding of. the Scrip- 
tures. 

“Second Corinthians 6:14-18 
says, ‘Be ye not unequally yoked 
together with unbelievers: for 
what fellowship hath righteous- 
ness with unrighteousness? and 
what communion hath light with

yet; 


darkness? And what agreement 
hath the temple of God with idols? 
for ye are the temple of the liv- 
ing God; as God hath said, I will 
dwell in them, and walk in them; 
and I will be their God, and they 
shall be my people. Wherefore 
come out from among them, and 
be ye separate, said the Lord, and 
touch not the unclean thing; and 
I will receive you, And will be a 
Father unto you, and ye shall be 
my sons and daughters, saith the 
Lord Almighty.’ 


“Again in II John, verses 7-11, 
we are instructed, ‘For many de- 
ceivers are entered into the world, 
who confess not that Jesus Christ 
is come in the flesh. This is a de- 
ceiver ana an antichrist. Look to 
yourselves, that we lose not those 
things which we have wrought, 
but that we recejve a full reward. 
Whosoever’ _transgresseth, and 
abideth not in the doctrine of 
Christ, hath not God. He that 
abideth in the doctrine of Christ, 
he hath both the Father and the 
Son. If there come any unto you, 
and bring not this doctrine, re- 
ceive him not into your house, 
neither bid him God speed: For 
he that biddeth him God speed is 
partaker of his evil deeds.’ 

“In II Chronicles 19:2, after 
Jehoshaphat had teamed up with 
wicked Ahab, God sent a prophet 
to him saying, ‘Shouldest thou 
help the ungodly, and love them 
that hate the Lord? therefore is 
wrath upon thee from before the 
Lord.’ 

“Paul the apostle was inspired 
to warn us about those who 
‘would pervert the gospel of 
Christ,’ and said, ‘But though we, 
or an angel from heaven, preach 
any other gospel unto you than 
that which we have preached unto 
you, let him be accursed’ (Gal. 
1:8). 

“I can love unbelievers. I can 
be to them a kindly neighbor. I 
can preach to them. But I cannot 
call them Christians. I cannot 
yoke up with them in the Lord’s 
work and thus pretend that a de- 
nier of the Bible is as good as a 
Bible believer, and that the ene- 
my of Christ is just as good as 
one who has personally trusted 
Him for salvation. 

“T say this is a lifetime convic- 
tion. In the third issue of THE 
SWORD OF THE LorD twenty-five 
years ago I started a series of 
my articles on ‘The Unequal 
Yoke.’ In 1932 a trustee of Whea- 
ton College heard me preach in 
the Paul Rader Tabernacle, Chica- 
go, on this subject, separation 


from unbelievers, and arranged 
for me to come to Wheaton Col- 
lege and preach the same message 
in the chapel because it was a 
favorite principle of Dr. Blanch- 
ard, and a principle clearly stated, 
they told me, in Wheaton College 
rules. 


“3. I think you know that my 
position: is the same as the posi- 
tion of D. L. Moody, R. A. Torrey, 
W. B. Riley, Charles Trumbull, 
and Drs. Gaebelein, Scofield, 
Machen, and other outspoken fun- 
damentalists. This is the principle 
on which. both the General As- 
sociation of Regular’ Baptist 
Churches and the Conservative 
Baptist Churches left the North- 
ern Baptist Convention, now the 
American’ Baptist Convention. 


“Dr. Graham chooses to go with 
the National Council of Churches, 
and with those who stay in the 
major denominations which are 
controlled by modernists instead 
of coming out with the funda- 
mentalists. I wish Dr. Graham 
well, but I cannot go along. I wish 
he stood now where he did when 
he stood by the death bed of fun- 
damentalist leader W. B. Riley 
(who had left the Northern Bap- 
tist Convention on this very prin- 
ciple, that he could not yoke up 
with unbelievers), and promised 
Dr. Riley that he would never 
compromise with modernism. 


“Why I Cannot Attend 


“No, I feel that I cannot attend 
the Billy Graham campaign. First, 
I do not want to attend as a 
critic. I would not wish to stay 
back in the audience and mani- 
fest lack of sympathy. I cannot in 
good conscience, as a co-operating 
minister. 


“My church people may go or 
not. I cannot invite them to go 
and hear probable quotations from 
Reinhold Niebuhr, or from Elton 
Trueblood, notorious unbelievers. 
I do not want them to hear that 
the unbeliever Albert Schweitzer 
is a model Christian sure of Heav- 
en, nor that Dr. Van Dusen of 
Union Theological Seminary is the 
kind of convert Dr. Graham seeks 
in his meetings, as he had pub- 
lished in the New York campaign. 
I have taught my people that in- 
fidels are not fit to preach, to 
teach or to translate the Bible, 
so I cannot encourage them to 
hear the Revised Standard Ver- 
sion praised. I am known for my 
outright criticism of the lewdness 
of Hollywood films and I cannot 
ask them to hear one of ,the 
sexiest, “The Ten Commandments,’ 
praised. 7 

“Dr. Graham has said many 
good things in past campaigns as 
he has said some of the _ bad 
things I mention which are not so 
good. He will doubtless say many 
good things here and I will re- 
joice in all the good that is done. 
But bad company and compromise 
with evil are hurtful and are for- 
bidden in religious services as 
elsewhere, and I must follow my 
lifelong convictions and _ avoid 
them. 

“My earnest good wishes: and 
brotherly love for you, Dr. Welsh, 
and for other good _ Christian 
brethren who differ with mite on 
this matter, but who, according to 
my convictions, are wrong to as- 
sociate with modernists and unbe- 
lievers in the historic Christian 
faith.

We Fear the Results of the 
Billy Graham Crusade 


We will rejoice in every good 
thing that Dr. Graham says. We 
will be glad for every soul that is 
saved. With counselors sent from 
all kind of churches, counselors 
with different standards of Chris- 
tian life, different understanding 


Lof the plan of salvation, and with 


rather indefinite preaching, we 
know that many will go forward 
who are not saved, and the Billy 
Graham team frankly admits that 
they should not be called converts 
but only “inquirers.’” But for ev- 
eryone saved we will rejoice. 

However, in a situation which 
plainly ignores the commands of 
God against yoking up with unbe- 
lievers, certain bad results are to 
be expected. 

First, fundamentalists, the out- 
and-out Bible believers, will be 
despised more than ever before in 
Wheaton. Heretofore, college pro- 
fessors have sneered in the class- 
room at Dr. Harry Rimmer’s de- 
fense of the faith, and have 


mocked at THE SWoORD OF THE

LorD because we insist on verbal 
inspiration. We are accused of 
teaching “mechanical dictation,’ 
whatever that may mean. College 
students, in open disrespect, have 


caused disturbances at Calvary 


Baptist Church more than once, 
But that mockery of fundamental- 
ists has stepped up greatly with 
the Billy Graham campaign. For 
two successive weeks the big bui- 
letin board of Calvary Baptist 
Church has been covered secretly, 
in mockery, with stickers playing 
up Dr. Graham’s coming. Last 
Sunday, Dr. Evan Welsh of the 
College called on the telephone to 
apologize for the rowdyism. But 
now that some of the best church- 
es and pastors in town have gone 
over to the opposition—the pastor 
of the Wheaton Bible Church, the 
College Church of Christ, and the 
modernistic First Presbyterian 
pastor co-operating in paying for 
full-page ads—we who protest 
against modernism and will not 
fellowship with modernists will 
now be in worse repute than be- 
fore. 


Recently a group of fundamen- 
tal ministers in Wheaton had set 
a committee to prepare a funda- 
mental statement of faith which 
all members of the proposed min- 
isterial association would be re- 
quired to sign. The statement of 
faith was written, and it was a 
good one, prepared by the com- 
mittee appointed. But pressure 
was brought to bear to hold off 
decision on the statement of faith 
as a requirement of membership ~ 
until in the fall. Now that sheep 
and goats, oxen and asses, believ- 
ers and unbelievers are yoked to- 
gether with Dr. Billy Graham’s 
charming smile and with the ap- 
proval of all the metropolitan 
newspapers and the worldlings of 
the area, these same fundamental 
preachers will have a hard time 
convincing themselves and others 
that they ought not to associate 
with modernists in a ministerial 
association, when they have 
worked together on committees, 
sat side by side on the platform, 
said amen to each others’ prayers, 
and divided the inquirers among 
them in the Billy Graham cru- 
sade! I prophesy that the effort 
to form a sound Bible-believing 
ministerial] association in Whea- 
ton, so well intended and begun, 
will now be dropped because of 
the influence of the Billy Graham 
crusade. 


In New York City the secretary 
of the Protestant League (local 
branch of the National Council of 
Churches) boasted that though be- 
fore the Billy Graham crusade in 
New York there had been only 
some seventeen hundred churches 
working with this National Coun- 
cil group (under modernist lead- 
ership), now. after the _ Billy 
Graham crusade there were three 
thousand churches working with 
them. 


What pastor in Wheaton will 
have the courage now to go before 
his people and insist that they re- 
main separate from modernists 
and modernism, after they have 
joined in and sold their people 
into the charming arms of Dr. 
Graham and his' modernistic 
friends? :

Five Precious Things

being much more precious than 
of gold that perisheth, though it 
be tried with fire, might be found 
unto praise and honour and glory 
at the appearing of Jesus Christ.” 

You and I do not think so, but 
the Bible says that the testing of 
the faith of a Christian is a pre- 
cious thing in the eyes of God. I 


have been wonderfully blessed’ 


lately by seeing in this verse three 
things about the trials of a Chris- 
tian. 


1. Trials Are Sometimes 

Necessary 

First of all, trials are some- 

times necessary. We read in I 

Peter 1:6 this expression, “Jf need 

be.’ God knows when the faith of 

a Christian needs to be put to the 

test. God knows when a Christian 
needs trial in his life, 


2. Trials Are Seasonal 
Trials are seasonal. We read, 

. though now for a season, if 
need be.’ God never meant for 
them to last forever. Every time 
a Christian is brought into a trial 
and a test of his faith, he should 
remember that the trial and test 
of his faith, according to God’s 
Book, is a seasonal matter. I heard 
a Christian once say he was glad 
that David said, “Yea, though I 
walk through the valley,’ not just 
in it. God never put a Christian 
in the valley to leave him there. 
For every valley that God leads 
a Christian into there is a sunlit 
summit on the other side. The 
trials of a Christian, thank God, 


are seasonal. 


8. Trials Are Precious 

Third, God says trials are pre- 
cious. I was talking a few days 
ago to a dear old saint of God, a 
wonderful Christian. In 1935, be- 
fore I ever knew her, a great 
sorrow had come into her life. 
She had sent her only daughter 
to a Christian school in the South, 
and while in school that daughter 
became -ill, was operated on, and 
died. I remember the night the 


phone call was made from’ that 


little town in Tennessee to the 
state of Michigan to tell a moth- 
er .and father that their only 
daughter had suddenly died. I 
thought of the sorrow in the life 
of that Christian mother, Six 
years later her husband, who had 
preached the Word of God faith- 
fully and had been God’s chosen 
man, suddenly died. As I talked 
with that choice saint of God, she 
said, “’T will not be long, Broth- 
er Tom, until I will meet them 
again.” 

I thank God that though the 
trials of a Christian are neces- 
sary, seasonal, and precious, they 
are going to be over some day. 


II, The Blood of Christ 
Is Precious 
In I Peter 1:9 we read of an- 
other precious thing. This is some- 
thing that is so precious and won- 
derful that I sometimes almost 
fear to speak of it, I speak of the 
precious blood of the Lord Jesus 


Christ. Peter said: 


“Ye were not redeemed with 
corruptible things ... but with 
the precious blood of Christ, as 
of a lamb without blemish and 
without spot.” 

In the Old Testament no lamb 
could be used as a sacrificial lamb 
unless it was absolutely perfect. 
If there could be found one blem- 
ish on it, it could never be used 
as a sacrificial lamb. If it had a 
torn flank, or a blind eye, or a 
crooked foot, or a torn ear, or 
one imperfection in its body, the 
High Priest eliminated it. Why 
was. that? Because the lamb. was 
typical of -the-LordJesus® ‘Christ. 
Nothing with one. imperfection 
could typify” Him who was abso- 


lutely . without - repreach. Peter 


said that “we are redeemed by the 
precious. blood ‘of Christ, as. of a 
lamb without blemish and without 
spot.” 

I preach and talk to people who 
are not saved, and I listen to their 
excuses for not being Christians. 
Many times they say they are not 
saved because of the imperfec- 
tions of God’s people and the 
church. Let me tell you some- 
thing, my friends, if you can’t 
find something wrong with Jesus 
Christ, then you have absolutely 
no excuse for not being a Chris- 
tian today. If you can’t find a spot 
or a blemish on the Son of God, 
then I pity you at the day of 
judgment. The Bible teaches that 
our Lord was absolutely perfect 
in every way—in the life He lived, 
the death He died, His resurrec- 
tion from the grave, the words 
He spoke, the acts He did, and the 
blood He shed. You can find noth- 
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ing wrong with Jesus Christ. You 
can find something wrong with me 
and you can find something wrong 
with you, but never can you find 
anything wrong with Him. The 
blood of Christ is precious blood. 


~ 


III. The Foundation Is 
Precious 


In I Peter 2:6 we read: 

“Wherefore also it is contained 
in the scripture, Behold, I lay in 
Sion a chief corner stone, elect, 
precious: and he that believeth 
on him shall not be confounded.” 

The word “confounded” here 
could just as accurately be trans- 


jlated “disappointed.”’ God has laid 


a foundation for Christians, even 
the Lord Jesus Christ, and he that 
believeth on Him shall. not be 
disappointed;:I néver’saw a Chris- 
tian disappointed because he 
trusted Jesus. I have met a lot of 
folks -who were disappointed be- 
cause they didn’t; I have met a 
lot of folks who were disappointed 
because they waited too long; I 
have met a lot of folk who were 
disappointed because they put it 
off until after the soul of some- 
one dear to them was lost; but I 
never heard a Christian say, “I’m 
sorry I put my life on the solid 
foundation, Christ Jesus.” 

God has laid a precious founda- 
tion, and whosoever builds on that 
one shall never be disappointed. 
I’m not disappointed that I put 
my life in the hands of God 
twenty-four years ago. I am disap- 
pointed that I did not do it long 
before then, even as a little child. 
Aren’t you glad today that your 
life is built upon something that 
is solid—the solid rock, Christ 
Jesus? 


IV, The Faith Is Precious 


I want us to go from the first 
epistle, which deals with suffer- 
ing, and speaks of precious trials, 
precious blood, and a_ precious 
foundation, into the second epistle, 
which deals with apostasy, or the 
last days, the dark days. My 
friend, I don’t know whether you 
realize it or not, but we are in 
those days. I don’t mean to imply 
by this that Jesus is going to come 
in the next thirty minutes. He 
might, and He might not. Nevere 
theless, I do know that we are in 
the days, right now, that the Bi- 
ble describes as the last days or 
the days of apostasy. In the sec- 
ond epistle, which deals with the 
Christian and apostasy, we are 
engaged in a war. It is a war be- 
tween religion and salvation; it 
is a war between those who claim 
to believe it. In the midst of these 
days of apostasy, of war between 
fundamentalism and orthodoxy, 
liberalism* and modernism, God 
says two things are extremely 


precious. 

First of all, the faith is. pre- 
cious. This is mentioned in II 
Peter 1:1: 

« ..,. them that have obtained 


like precious faith with us through 
the righteousness of God and our 
Saviour Jesus Christ.” 

This is a little bit technical, but 
it is important. Another way is 
embracing all that we _ believe. 
For instance, I might say to you, 
“To what faith do you adhere?” 
I would mean, “What do you be- 
lieve?” God says the things we 
believe today are being attacked 
by enemies of the Word of God, 
and faith is a precious thing in 
the eyes of God. 


V. The Promises Are Precious 


In II Peter 1:4 we read: 

“Whereby are given unto: us 
exceeding great and precious 
promises: that by these ye might 
be partakers of the divine nature, 
having escaped the corruption that 
is in the. world through lust.” 

Thougn kingdoms fall and em- 
nires and dynasties crumble, the 
promises of the Bible. will. never 
fail. Aren’t you glad for that? The 
promises of God are just as true 
as God Himself, The promises 
of God are precious to the heart 
of a Christian. 


My Decision 

I have read Dr. Malone’s ser- 
mon entitled, ‘Five | Precious 
Things,” and I want to claim them 
for rhy own. I believe that only 
the precious blood of Christ can 
atone for my sins; and right now, 
the best I know how, I take Jesus 
as my Saviour. 
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
